Summary  of  Year’s  Work  of  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Central 
Authority  for  Health  Visiting. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHII,])  WELFARE. 

In  the  following  account  under  the  above  heading  of  the 
work  undertaken,  that  under  the  Midwives’  Acts,  1902  and 
1918,  relates  to  the  whole  Administrative  County,  whereas 
the  Health  Visiting  work  comprises  only  a  portion  of  it  in 
which  there  is  a  population  of  274,015  out  of  a  total  estimated 
population  to  the  middle  of  1923  in  the  Administrative 
County  of  709,913. 

There  are  799  certified  midwives  living  in  the  area  of  the 
Administrative  County  as  against  755  in  1922.  Of  the  former 
number  287  notified  their  intention  to  practise.  Of  those 
in  practice  230  are  trained  and  57  are  bona-fide  midwives. 
The  bona-fide  midwives  have  decreased  by  nine  since  last 
year,  and  the  trained  midwives  have  increased  by  six,  the 
total  number  of  midwives  being  three  less  than  last  year. 
In  addition  to  these,  78  midwives  residing  in  County  Boroughs 
and  adjoining  Counties  have  also  notified  their  intention  to 
practise  within  the  Administrative  County. 

The  ages  of  midwives  who  were  practising  in  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  in  the  eight  years  1915 — 1923  are  indicated 
in  groups  in  the  following  table  : —

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  rmdwives  only 
in  the  Administrative  County  during  1923  was  11,637,  the 
total  number  of  Births  registered  being  15,342.  It  thus 
appears  that  midwives  attended  79.5  per  cent,  of  the  total 
births  in  the  County,  the  percentage  for  the  previous  year 
also  being  79.5. 


In  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board,  2,334  notifications  have  been  received  from  certified 
mid  wives.

Whilst  a  reduction  will  be  noticed  in  the  actual  number 
of  requests  of  sending  for  medical  help  for  last  year,  this  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  were  1,052  births  less, 
and  I  think  that  the  figures  as  shown,  together  with  the 
accompanying  diagram,  emphasises  the  effect  of  the  gradual 
reduction  in  the  number  of  bona-fide  midwives  year  by  year

During  the  year  230  cases  of  stillbirth  were  notified  as 
compared  with  245  in  the  previous  year.  Special  inquiries 
were  made  by  the  Inspectors  of  Midwives  into  154  of  these 
cases,  and  a  special  effort  was  made  to  induce  the  mothers 
to  receive  medical  treatment.

Complete  recovery  took  place  in  all  the  slight  cases.  Of 
the  23  severe  cases,  20  recovered  without  damage  to  sight, 
one  died  from  other  causes,  while  in  one  case  the  sight  of 
one  eye  was  lost,  and  in  another  case  the  sight  of  one  eye 
was  damaged.  With  reference  to  the  total  cases,  irrespective 
of  severity,  no  clear  history  of  venereal  disease  was  estab¬ 
lished.  Fourteen  cases  received  hospital  treatment,  six  as 
in-patients  and  eight  as  out-patients. 


In  addition  to  the  routine  inquiries  conducted  by  the 
Midwives'  Inspectors,  12  reported  irregularities  were  specially 
investigated.  Of  these,  three  were  dealt  with  by  the  Focal 
vSupervising  Authority  (two  midwives  being  severely  censured 
and  the  third  was  cautioned),  five  were  dealt  with  by  letters 
of  caution  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  whilst  two  ordinary 
cases  were  cautioned  by  the  Midwives'  Inspectors,  and  in 
two  cases  circumstances  did  not  warrant  any  action  being 
taken.  During  the  year  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  report 
any  cases  to  the  Central  Midwives'  Board. 


Since  the  Act  came  into  operation,  the  names  of  110  mid¬ 
wives  have  been  removed  from  the  Roll  as  a  result  of  action 
taken  by  the  Focal  Supervising  Authority. 


During  the  year  the  deaths  of  six  midwives  have  been 
reported  to  the  Focal  Supervising  Authority. 
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In  the  following  table  particulars  as  regards  equipment,

The  Committee’s  policy  with  regard  to  the  provision  of 
midwives  remains  unchanged.  In  the  more  populous  areas, 
either  a  suitable  candidate  is  trained  at  the  expense  of  the 
County  Council  on  her  undertaking  to  practise  in  a  definite 
area  for  three  years,  or  the  services  of  a  trained  midwife  are 
obtained  on  the  understanding  that  her  income  will  be 
subsidised  up  to  £120  a  year  if  she  practises  in  the  area 
allotted  to  her  and  agrees  not  to  select  her  cases.  In  the 
rural  districts,  the  County  Nursing  Association,  through 
their  affiliated  local  nursing  associations,  are  supplying  the 
necessary  midwifery  service  except  in  a  small  part  of  the 
County  where,  up  to  the  present,  they  have  been  unable  to 
form  local  nursing  associations.  During  the  year,  the  County 
Council  has  not  trained  any  midwives,  but  has  subsidised, 
up  to  £120  a  year,  two  midwives  already  trained,  as  well  as 
renewing  for  a  further  twelve  months  three  subsidies  previously 
granted.  The  County  Nursing  Association  has,  unfortunately, 
been  unsuccessful  in  forming  any  new  associations  this  year, 
owing  to  financial  reasons.  They  have,  however,  been  able 
to  maintain  the  midwifery  service  already  undertaken,  and 
during  the  year  twelve  pupils  were  sent  to  the  Tipton  Training 
Home,  from  where,  after  instruction  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months,  they  will  go  as  nurse-midwives  to  fill  vacancies  on 
the  staffs  of  the  various  local  nursing  associations. 


Summary  of  the  Years  Work. 
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Whilst  up  to  the  present  time  the  County  Council  have  not 
provided  any  maternity  homes,  in  May,  1924,  the  Tipton  and 
Ocker  Hill  Nursing  Association  opened  a  maternity  home  of 
six  beds  to  serve  their  area,  and  great  credit  is  due  to  the 
promoters  for  establishing  a  Home  in  this  crowded  district 
which,  I  am  sure,  will  prove  of  inestimable  value  to  the  area. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Mrs.  Tegge  Memorial 
Home,  Wolverhampton,  for  dealing  with  prospective  un¬ 
married  mothers  has  been  continued.  They  are  received  into 
the  Home  for  their  confinements,  and  remain  there  for 
six  months.  The  County  Council  contribute  40/-  per  week 
per  patient  for  six  weeks,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  period  the 
cost  is  defrayed  from  philanthropic  sources.  By  this  means 
six  cases  were  dealt  with  in  1923. 


With  reference  to  the  recovery  of  fees  for  medical 
attendance  under  the  Midwives'  Act,  1918,  the  County 
Council  have  renewed  the  appointment  of  a  collector  until 
the  31st  March,  1925.  The  income  scale  that  was  drawn  up 
for  his  guidance  has  not  been  altered,  and  is  as  follows  : — 


(i.)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family  after 
deducting  3s.  6d.  for  each  child  under  14  years  of 
age  does  not  exceed  30s.,  the  County  Council  shall 
not  claim  repayment  of  the  medical  practitioner’s 
fee. 

(ii.)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family,  calcu¬ 
lated  as  above,  is  over  30s.  but  does  not  exceed  45s., 
the  County  Council  shall  claim  repayment  of  one-half 
of  such  fee. 

(iii.)  Where  the  net  weekly  income  of  the  family,  calculated 
as  above,  exceeds  45s.,  the  repayment  of  the  whole 
of  such  fee  shall  be  claimed. 


Owing  to  the  varying  charges  made  for  mileage  by  the 
medical  practitioners  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with 
the  Local  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  for  a 
uniform  mileage  fee  of  Is.  6d.  per  mile  one  way  only  after 
two  miles  from  the  doctor’s  residence. 


Summary  of  the  Year's  Work. 
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The  claims  made  by  medical  practitioners  for  emergency 
attendance  under  the  Act  amounted  to  31%  of  the  total 
number  of  notifications  of  sending  for  medical  help  received 
during  the  year. 


There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  County  Health  Visiting; 
Scheme  during  the  year,  and  whilst  it  has  been  possible  to 
provide  combined  school  clinics  and  infant  welfare  centres 
in  the  more  populous  areas,  the  development  of  the  scheme 
in  the  rural  parts  of  the  Health  Visiting  area  has  had  to  be 
delayed  owing  to  financial  reasons.  There  are  at  the  present 
time  18  combined  school  clinics  and  infant  welfare  centres 
controlled  by  the  County  Council  as  follows  : —

Summary  of  the  Year's  Work. 
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The  County  Council  centres  are  open  weekly,  and  are  in 
charge  of  one  of  the  School  Medical  Inspectors  of  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  with  the  assistance  of  the  whole-time  health 
visitor  of  the  area.  At  Willenhall,  owing  to  the  large  numbers 
that  attended,  it  was  found  necessary  to  arrange  for  two 
sessions  weekly. 

The  work  of  these  centres  is  primarily  educational,  and 
ordinary  cases  requiring  treatment  are  sent  to  the  family 
doctor,  but  eye  cases  are  now  dealt  with  by  the  County 
Oculist,  and  in  necessitous  cases  the  Committee  pay  for 
spectacles  if  required.  Cases  of  crippling  deformities,  whether 
tuberculous  or  non-tuberculous,  receive  treatment  at  special 
hospitals. 

In  the  Table  at  the  end  of  the  Report  will  be  found 
details  of  the  work  under  the  scheme.  There  has  been  a 
satisfactory  increase  in  the  attendances  at  the  centres,  as- 
shown  by  the  following  figures  : — 

511  expectant  mothers,  compared  with  504  in  1922. 

13,397  children  under  one  3^ear,  as  against  12,948. 

10,887  children  between  one  and  five  years,  compared 
with  8,120. 

I  hope,  however,  in  future  Reports,  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  show  more  development  in  the  ante-natal  work  and  in  the 
attendances  of  children  between  one  and  five.

On  the  30th  June,  1924,  there  were  31  whole-time  health 
visitors  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Council,  serving  an  estimated 
population  of  192,109,  the  remaining  part  of  the  Health 
Visiting  area,  consisting  of  a  population  of  81,906,  being 
served  by  45  part-time  nurses  in  the  employ  of  local  nursing 
associations. 

During  the  winter  months  a  second  course  of  lectures- 
was  given  to  health  visitors,  both  whole-time  and  part-time, 
on  their  various  duties  in  connection  with  health  visiting, 
school  medical  work  and  tuberculosis  health  visiting,  at 
fortnightly  intervals,  extending  from  December  1st,  1923,, 
to  May  3rd,  1924. 

The  Travelling  Exhibition  in  the  summer  months  visited 
Quarry  Bank,  Norton  Canes  and  Rugeley,  staying  at  each 
place  for  three  days.  The  attendance  was  satisfactory,  and 
much  interest  was  aroused  in  infant  welfare  work  generally. 


1 6  Summary  of  the  Year’s  Work. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  the  Cheadle  Rural  District,  work  in  connection  with 
the  scheme  for  supplying,  the  parishes  of  Werrington,  Wetley 
Rocks,  Cheddleton,  and  the  villages  of  Cheddleton  Heath 
and  Cellarhead  from  springs  at  Wall  Myers  is  now  well 
advanced,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  water  will  be  available 
by  October,  1924. 

The  scheme  for  supplying  water  to  the  village  of  Tean  is 
now  being  carried  out,  though  it  has  been  held  up  owing  to 
strikes. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  April,  1924,  with  regard  to  the  scheme  for  the 
improvement  of  the  water  supply  to  the  villages  of  Alton, 
Bradley  and  Farley.  Approval  has  now  been  given,  and  the 
work  will  be  commenced  in  a  few  months’  time. 

The  water  supply  of  the  village  of  Hollington  has  been 
improved,  though  the  village  still  depends  upon  wells. 
Provision  has  been  made  in  the  Tean  scheme  to  supply  this 
village  with  water  ;  but,  owing  to  the  large  cost  involved, 
it  is  not  proposed  to  carry  this  out  until  conditions  are  more 
favourable. 

In  the  Leek  Rural  District,  the  water  supply  to  certain 
houses  in  Chapel  Fane,  Brown  Edge,  has  now  been  made 
adequate  by  the  erection  of  a  stand-pipe  by  the  Potteries 
Waterworks  Company,  as  the  outcome  of  representations 
made  to  the  District  Council  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Bilston  Urban  District  Council  have  completed  the  work 
at  the  bore  hole  at  “  The  Bratch  ”  for  increasing  the  water 
supply. 

Trial  boring  operations  at  Dimmingsdale,  in  the  Seisdon 
Rural  area,  which  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Corporation,  have  proved  successful,  and  the 
permanent  work  has  now  been  commenced. 

The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  have 
completed  the  construction  of  their  new  well  at  Prestwood  ; 
but  it  will  be  some  little  time  before  the  necessary  pumping 
machinery  is  installed. 


Summary  of  the  Year's  Work . 

RIVERS  POREUTION  PREVENTION. 

The  routine  work  under  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention 
Acts  has  proceeded  on  former  lines,  the  work  of  inspecting 
sewage  disposal  works  having  gone  on  systematically. 

In  connection  with  the  Hydrographical  Survey  of  the 
River  Trent,  which  was  referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Report, 
a  further  meeting  of  representatives  of  County  and  Borough 
authorities,  called  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Rivers 
Pollution  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  was 
held  at  Nottingham  in  March,  1924,  at  which  a  draft  report 
of  the  results  of  the  Survey  was  presented.  As  the  outcome 
of  this  meeting  it  was  decided  that  further  samples  should 
be  taken  and  analysed  at  key  positions  in  the  course  of  the 
river  and  its  tributaries  during  the  months  of  May,  June, 
July  and  September,  1924. 

In  March,  1924,  I  attended  a  meeting  at  Shrewsbury  of 
Technical  Officers,  at  the  request  of  the  above-mentioned 
Standing  Committee,  in  order  to  arrange  for  an  intensive 
survey  of  the  watershed  of  the  River  Severn,  which  has  been 
fixed  for  September  24th,  1924. 

As  regards  the  condition  of  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
River  Tame,  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that 
further  efforts  have  been  directed  towards  remedying  the 
pollution  in  the  following  centres  of  population  :■ — 

Bilston  Urban  District  Council  are  engaged  in  extending 
their  sewage  works  by  the  provision  of  new  storm  tanks  and 
detritus  tanks,  and  the  work  is  well  advanced. 

In  Coseley  the  carrying  out  of  the  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  sewers  and  sewage  works  for  the  major  portion  of  the 
district,  which  was  the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health 
Inquiry  on  the  13th  November,  1923,  has  now  been  started. 

At  Darlaston  the  construction  of  the  new  works  is  pro¬ 
gressing  satisfactorily,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  filters  will  be 
in  operation  by  November,  1924. 

At  Oldbury,  Worcestershire,  I  am  informed  that  the 
surveyor  is  preparing  a  scheme  for  the  extension  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  sewage  works. 
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The  Sedgley  Urban  District  Council  have  completed-  the 
scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  older  portion 
of  Sedgley,  and  including  the  Beacon  Hill  Housing  Site  and 
Tnrles  Hill. 

In  Short  Heath  District  the  whole  area  is  now  sewered, 
approximately  900  of  the  total  of  940  houses  having  been  con¬ 
nected  to  the  sewers.  It  will  not  be  possible  to  connect  all 
the  remaining  houses,  as  they  are  not  all  within  the  sewered 
area. 


As  regards  Tipton,  the  sewering  of  Prince’s  End,  Gospel 
Oak  and  Ocker  Hill  is  practically  completed,  and  the  necessary 
house  connections  are  being  proceeded  with.  A  new  com¬ 
pression  plant  is  being  put  down  at  the  sewage  works  to  lift 
the  additional  sewage  which  is  reaching  the  works  in 
consequence  of  these  connections.  The  experimental  tanks 
referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  which  had  been  put 
down  by  a  private  firm  in  this  district  with  a  view  to  dealing 
with  their  trade  waste,  have  resulted  in  a  considerable 
improvement  in  it,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  duplicating  them 
the  effluent  can  be  discharged  into  the  sewers. 

The  Walsall  County  Borough  Authority  have  decided  to 
increase  their  filtering  area  by  the  construction  of  four  new 
filters,  each  of  160  feet  diameter,  together  with  four  new 
humus  tanks.  The  work  on  the  filters  has  started. 

At  the  Wednesbury  works  four  circular  filters,  each 
107  feet  in  diameter,  have  been  laid  down  recently. 

At  Wednesfield  the  plans  for  dealing  with  the  sewage 
by  artificial  filtration  have  been  submitted  to  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  of  the  Council. 

At  West  Bromwich  the  laying  of  the  high-level  sewer  is 
progressing  ;  but  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  take  another 
12  months  to  complete.  It  is  hoped  that  the  extended 
.sewers  and  works  will  be  in  full  operation  in  about  15  months’ 
time. 

In  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  several  of  the 
above  schemes,  application  has  been  made  under  the  Grants 
in  Aid  Committee  for  unemployment,  with  a  view  to  providing 
work  for  a  considerable  number  of  those  out  of  work. 
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The  sewage  works  at  Tividale,  in  the  Rowley  Regis  Urban 
District,  are  to  be  extended.  Sanction  to  borrow  a  sum  of 
£5,000  has  been  obtained,  and  tenders  are  being  procured 
for  the  work.  This  will  enable  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  Main 
Drainage  Board  to  deal  efficiently  with  the  increased  flow 
of  sewage  from  the  new  houses  in  this  area. 

The  sewer  between  New  Street,  Quarry  Bank  and  Dudley 
Wood  Road,  Dudley,  which  had  subsided  owing  to  mining 
operations,  has  now  been  raised,  and  the  pollution  of  the 
Mouse  Sweet  Brook  is  not  now  so  marked. 

With  reference  to  the  direct  pollution  which  takes  place 
from  the  Quarry  Bank  district,  in  the  Stour  Hill  and  Brook 
Street  area,  I  understand  that  the  recently-appointed  surveyor 
is  preparing  an  estimate  for  the  sewering  of  this  locality. 

On  April  15th,  1924,  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was 
held  at  Wolverhampton  as  to  an  application  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  the  renewal  of  their  Certificate  under  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Corporation  Act,  1891,  with  the  result  that  the 
Certificate  has  been  granted  for  a  further  12  months.  The 
construction  of  the  storm  water  tanks,  referred  to  in  my 
last  year’s  Annual  Report  ha^  been  completed  and  have 
been  in  operation  since  December,  1923.  I  am  informed  that 
it  is  also  proposed  to  lay  down  an  experimental  activated 
sludge  plant,  and  to  substitute  a  mechanical  elevator  and 
screening  apparatus  in  the  detritus  tank  for  the  existing 
method  of  hand-raking. 

In  the  north  of  the  County,  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal 
is  receiving  attention,  both  in  the  direction  of  constructing 
new  works  and  conducting  experiments  in  the  activated 
sludge  method. 

At  the  Burslem  works  an  additional  filter  bed  is  being 
constructed,  as  well  as  an  activated  sludge  plant,  but  it  will 
be  some  time  before  they  are  brought  into  operation. 

As  regards  the  Fenton  and  Stoke  sewage  disposal  works, 
plans  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval  for  the  construction  of  new  works  to  replace 
the  existing  ones. 

At  the  Uongton  sewage  works  a  new  cast  -iron  rising  main 
has  been  laid  to  lift  the  tank  effluent  to  such  a  level  that  it 
can  now  gravitate  to  the  sewage  farm  which  previously  had 
to  deal  with  the  raw  sewage. 
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With  reference  to  the  Smallthorne  sewage,  which  at 
present  pollutes  the  Ford  Green  Brook,  a  plan  has  been 
prepared  to  construct  a  trunk  sewer  to  the  Hanley  sewage 
works,  where  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  it  by  an  activated 
sludge  plant.  The  sewage  from  Adderley  Green  and  Dividy 
Fane  will  also  be  connected  to  this  sewer. 

New  works  have  been  completed  for  dealing  with  the 
sewage  of  a  population  of  4,000  at  the  Meir,  which  now  forms 
part  of  the  County  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 

The  activated  sludge  plant  at  Tunstall  has  been  enlarged 
and  two  humus  tanks  have  also  been  constructed. 

Andley  Urban  District  Council  some  years  ago  prepared 
a  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage 
of  their  area  ;  but.  it  was  not  carried  out,  owing  to  the  war. 
At  the  present  time  the  Public  Health  Committee  are  in 
communication  with  the  Council  about  the  matter. 

At  Kingsley  Holt  and  Froghall,  in  the  Cheadle  Rural- 
District,  the  work  in  connection  with  the  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  schemes  has  been  commenced.  At  Weston 
Coynev,  in  the  same  district,  the  sewage  disposal  works  are 
well  advanced. 

In  Kidsgrove  Urban  District  a  new  works  has  been 
constructed  to  treat  the  sewage  of  Kidsgrove  proper,  which 
will  serve  a  population  of  6,100. 

At  the  Reek  Sewage  Disposal  Works  experiments  are 
being  conducted  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  sewage 
at  the  southern  outfall  can  be  dealt  with  on  the  activated 
sludge  method,  and,  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Reid,  Con¬ 
sultant  County  Medical  Officer,  I  have,  at  the  request  of 
the  Urban  district  Council,  conferred  with  the  Council’s 
surveyor  on  the  question  as  to  whether  this  method  should 
be  introduced  or  the  existing  filtering  area  so  increased  as  to 
be  able  to  efficiently  deal  with  the  whole  of  the  sewage. 

At  Stone  Sewage  Works  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out 
certain  improvements,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  more 
highly-purified  effluent. 

At  the  Uttoxeter  Sewage  Works  some  improvement  has 
been  made  by  the  provision  of  detritus  tanks  and  the  under¬ 
draining  of  a  sludge  lagoon.  The  filtering  area  has  also  been 
increased  to  some  extent  with  the  object  of  improving  the 
quality  of  the  effluent. 


Summary  of  the  Year's  Work. 
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VENEREAE  DISEASES  SCHEME. 

During  the  year  some  modification  of  the  arrangements 
made  with  the  Corbett  Hospital,  Stourbridge,  has  taken 
place,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Clinical  Officer,  Dr.  Menton, 
who  is  also  County  Bacteriologist,  was  unable  to  continue 
to  visit  the  clinic  twice  weekly  because  of  the  increase  in  his 
other  duties.  In  consequence  of  this,  Dr.  Roberts,  a  member 
of  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital,  has  been  placed  in  charge 
of  the  clinic,  which  remains  under  the  supervision  of  Dr. 
Menton.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  intermediate 
treatment  of  cases  of  gonorrhoea,  and  the  necessary  structural 
alterations  for  the  provision  of  two  irrigation  rooms  is  being 
undertaken. 

An  agreement  with  the  Walsall  Hospital  Authorities  for 
the  treatment  of  cases  from  the  Administrative  County,  to 
take  effect  from  the  1st  January,  1923,  has  now  been 
completed.

COUNTY  LABORATORY. 


The  facilities  available  for  gratuitous  bacteriological 
examination  continue  to  be  appreciated  and  taken  advantage 
of,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  set  forth  in  the  Table  under 
the  Venereal  Diseases  scheme  and  in  the  Table  showing  the 
general  bacteriological  work.  The  work  in  this  department, 
under  the  charge  of  Dr.  J.  Menton,  continues  to  increase, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  number  of  specimens  examined, 
this  year  being  6,138  as  compared  with  5,208  in  1922.  The 
scope  of  the  work  has  been  extended  during  the  year  by  the 
adoption  of  the  Dryer  and  Ward  modification  of  the  Sigma 
test  of  syphilis  with  the  Wasserman  Reaction.

Area  and  Popueation. 

I  have  no  alteration  to  record  this  year  in  the  area  of  the 
Administrative  County. 

The  populations  of  the  various  districts  used  in  calculating 
the  birth  and  death-rates  have  again  been  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General. 

The  estimates  of  population  as  at  30th  June,  1923,  which 
are  now  provided,  have  been  based  on  the  adjusted  1921 
figures,  after  allowance  for  the  varying  rates  of  natural 
increase  as  evidenced  by  the  births  and  deaths  in  each 
area  and  of  migration  as  indicated  from  other  sources  of 
information,  such  as  the  changes  in  the  numbers  on  the 
Parliamentary  Register  and  the  migration  returns  obtained 
by  the  Board  of  Trade.

Deaths. 
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It  will  be  noted  that  the  general  death  rate  in  1923  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded.  Whilst  this  is  a  matter  for  congratula¬ 
tion,  on  reference  to  the  next  table  in  which  the  chief  causes  of 
death  are  set  forth,  it  is  obvious  that  we  ought  to  look  forward 
to  a  still  greater  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths. 


In  the  Registrar  General’s  return  for  1923  the  age  groups 
are  set  forth,  and  this  return  shows  that  the  mortality  from 
zymotic  diseases  occurs  within  the  first  fifteen  years  of  life,  that 
for  influenza  was  chiefly  during  adult  life,  whilst  tuberculosis 
of  lungs  was  particularly  fatal  between  25  and  45,  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  causing  most  deaths  under  5  years  of  age. 


The  mortality  from  cancer,  cerebral  haemorrage,  heart 
disease,  and  arterio-sclerosis,  was  chiefly  between  45  and  65. 
Bronchitis,  whilst  being  responsible  for  many  deaths  under  one 
year,  was  more  fatal  from  45  onwards,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
pneumonia  seems  to  be  fatal  at  all  the  age  periods,  though  less 
marked  between  5  and  25.

INFANTILE  MORTAEITY. 


The  infant  mortality  in  the  Administrative  County  for 
1 923  was  72  per  1 ,000  births,  the  figure  for  the  urban  districts  - 
being  76  and  for  the  rural  districts  61,  whilst  for  England 
and  Wales  during  this  period  the  infant  mortality  rate 
was  69.  The  mean  rate  for  the  past  10  years  was  93  for  the 
Administrative  County,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
record  that  this  county  has  shared  with  the  rest  of  the 
country  in  the  notable  decline  in  infant  mortality.  Whilst 
several  factors  have  contributed  to  this  favourable  result, 
such  as  many  years  of  summer  weather  unfavourable  to  the 
development  of  flies,  and  the  improvements  that  have  taken 
place  in  the  surroundings  of  the  homes  owing  to  the  activity 
of  the  sanitary  authority  over  many  years,  the  most  important 
one,  that  I  think  is  often  not  sufficiently  realised,  is  that  due 
to  the  quiet  and  unostentatious  work  of  the  Health  Visitors 
who,  by  the  assistance  they  have  given  to  mothers  in  the 
bringing  up  of  their  children,  have  no  doubt  contributed 
very  materially  to  the  present  low  mortality  rate.  Good  as 
these  results  have  been  they  have,  as  yet,  left  practically 
untouched  the  serious  mortality  in  children  during  the  first 
month  of  life  from  causes  that  are  largely  ante-natal,  so 
that  the  time  has  now  arrived  for  developing  this  side  of  the 
work. 


MATERNAE  MORTAEITY. 


In  the  accompanying  Table  the  maternal  mortality  for 
the  last  ten  years  is  shown,  and  it  will  be  observed  that 
the  mortality  has  remained  substantially  the  same  year  by 
year.  It  is  important  to  remember,  however,  that  whilst 
this  figure  records  the  actual  number  of  deaths  per  1,000 
births,  there  is  no  record  of  the  very  much  larger  amount 
of  disablement  and  disability  due  to  what  should  be  a 
physiological  process.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  the  need 
exists  for  still  further  improving  the  conditions  under  which 
child-birth  takes  place,  and  this  is  a  matter  which  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  now  under  consideration.

Special  Zymotic  Death-Rates. 

Small  Pox. — As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  when  deal¬ 
ing  with  a  small  outbreak  of  small  pox  in  the  south  of  the 
County  there  were  eight  cases  notified  during  the  first  three 
months  of  1923,  six  being  in  Wednesbury  and  two  in  Bilston. 
Owing  to  the  prompt  measures  taken  no  further  cases  arose 
during  the  year.  The  disease  was  mild  and  there  were  no 
deaths.  All  cases  were  removed  to  an  isolation  hospital,  the 
Wednesbury  cases  going  to  the  Corporation  Isolation  Small 
Pox  Hospital,  and  the  remaining  ones  being  removed  to  the 
Joint  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Bagnall,  North  Staffordshire, 
through  an  arrangement  made  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Board  as  their  own  Hospital,  which  has  been  recently  used  for 
the  treatmant  of  tuberculosis,  was  being  re-decorated  and 
repaired. 

Measles. — In  the  Administrative  County,  266  deaths 
occurred  from  measles,  as  compared  with  25  in  1922,  equal 
to  a  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  0.38,  as  against  0.03. 
Of  these  deaths,  218  occurred  in  the  urban  districts,  or  0.43 
per  1,000,  and  48  in  the  rural  districts,  producing  a  rate 
of  0.23  per  thousand.

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — In  the  following  table  the  deaths 
from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  are  shown  and  the 
death  rate  calculated  on  the  basis  of  per  1,000  births.  This 
method  of  showing  the  mortality  from  this  disease  was  intro¬ 
duced  by  the  Registrar  General  7  years  ago  in  place  of  taking 
the  total  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  calculating  the 
rate  on  a  population  basis,  for  it  is  only  amongst  infants  that 
these  deaths  are  significant  from  a  health  point  of  view.  The 
rates  for  individual  areas  are  set  forth  in  the  detailed  tables  at 
the  end  of  this  Report.

Tuberculosis. — Since  February  1st,  1913,  tuberculosis 
(both  pulmonary  and  other  forms),  which  had  been  partially 
notifiable  previously,  became  universally  notifiable. 

In  the  following  table  figures  are  given  showing  the  number 
of  primary  notifications  received  from  medical  practitioners, 
medical  officers  of  institutions,  and  school  medical  inspectors 
during  the  twelve  months,  sub-divided  as  regards  sex,  age 
periods,  and  locality  of  disease. 


Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912. 
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The  death-rate  from  this  disease  remains  practically  the 
same  as  last  year.  There  is,  however,  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  notifications  due  to  the  fact  that  we  are  now  getting 
information  of  the  cases  at  an  earlier  stage.  I  hope  that 
in  future  years  there  will  be  a  still  greater  number  of  notifica¬ 
tions  received,  for  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  patient 
that  he  should  receive  treatment  as  early  as  possible ;  but, 
unfortunately,  the  returns  presented  to  the  Joint  Committee 
for  Tuberculosis  show  that  in  some  areas  there  are  actually 
more  deaths  from  the  disease  than  notifications.  Measures, 
however,  are  now  being  taken  which  I  hope  will  have  the  effect 
of  bringing  the  cases  under  notice  at  an  earlier  stage  of  the 
disease. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  a  supplemental  return  of  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  has  been  introduced  this  year  as  the  out¬ 
come  of  a  request  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  cases  which  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  or  Chief  Administrative  Tuberculosis  Officer 
otherwise  than  by  notification  on  Form  “A”  or  Form  “  B,” 
and  in  this  way  an  additional  128  cases  were  brought  to  notice. 

In  the  Administrative  County  497  deaths  occured  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  172  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis, 
equal  to  a  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  0  70  and 
0  24  respectively.  On  reference  to  the  general  mortality  tables 
at  the  end  of  the  report  the  numbers  and  rates  for  each  sanitary 
district  can  be  ascertained.
